over Lunghua Airfield which departed toward the northeast at 6:30 a*m<, 


2, The Shanghai Air Base Command sounded an emergency alarm when the two 
planes appeared over Lunghua* All unarmed ground crews took shelter in 
dugouts- After the alarm was lifted, air raid defense personnel said that 
since the planes flew at a high altitude, which was out of anti-aircraft 
range, no attempts were made to fire on them.
